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Cutty Sark 
Gardens 
makeover 
approved

A RIVERSIDE square which attracts 
thousands of visitors from around 
the world each year, is all set for an 
imaginative transformation. 

Greenwich Council’s Planning 
Board recommended approval for a 
complete makeover of Cutty Sark 
Gardens in Greenwich town centre 
at a meeting on November 25. 

The council has cash for the scheme 
because it’s one of the five boroughs 
hosting the 2012 Games. 

There has been widespread 
consultation since the summer, 
including a public exhibition in 
June, along with a questionnaire, 
asking people about their current 
usage of the park, and how they’d 
most like to see it improved. 

Now a final blueprint has been 
drawn up which includes: 

• Steps and slopes down to the 
riverside, featuring new seating 
both in the gardens and alongside 
the historic Cutty Sark tea-clipper, 
which is due to re-open at the end of 
next year 

• new pedestrian and wheelchair 
access down to the shore, as well as 
enhanced links to the Thames Cycle 
Path 

• a water-feature which will ebb 
and flow in conjunction with the 
tides 

• new shrubs and trees, as well as

Many of the old 
signs dotted 
around Greenwich 
advertise butchers, 
bakers and other

DIY project to get retired men to shore their skills

THERE’S a shed-load of 
worthwhile activities in 
store for older men in 
Eltham, with the launch 
of a new project by Age 
Concern Greenwich. 

It’s called ‘Men In Sheds’, an 
Australian idea that enables 
retired men to meet up in 
their own “shed” and work 
together to make things that 
benefit local charities and 
the community. 

Television DIY expert 
Tommy Walsh was on hand 
to officially launch the 
Eltham shed, which is based 
in a converted storage room 
in the Progress Hall in 
Admiral Seymour Road that 
has been fitted with work 
benches, tools and power 
points. 

“Every man needs a shed, 
whatever age they are,” said 
Tommy. “This project is 
designed to tackle the 
invisible problem of elderly 
men who feel isolated. 
Hopefully it will be rolled out

nationally and be something 
that catches on.” 

Activities planned include 
recycling palettes into 
gardening containers, trugs, 
bird tables and boxes which 
can then be sold or donated to 
raise funds for charities such 
as the Greenwich & Bexley 
and Demelza hospices. Shed 
members could find 
themselves sourcing 

materials, collecting palettes, 
designing and woodworking, 
treating or painting, and 
delivering the finished goods. 

Members can meet up to use 
their skills, learn new ones, 
or just “put the world to 
rights” over a cup of tea. 

“It’s about friendship, fun 
and getting men out into the 
community after they have 
retired to do something 
positive,” said Mandy 
Brinkhurst, Age Concern 
Greenwich’s community 
support services manager. 

Nine men have already 


signed up for the shed, and 
many more say they are 
interested in joining. The 
group meets every Tuesday 
from 10am, and there is no 
charge. 

Former council dustcart 
driver Tony Dowsett from 
Sherard Road, Eltham, told 
GT: “I moved from a house to 
a flat seven years ago, so this 
is ideal for me. I’m planning 
to make toys and then donate 
them to a hospital. It’s good 
to come here and have a chat 
- you miss this when you 
retire.” 

Retired architect John 
Fleming, from Crookston 
Road, Eltham, said: “I always 
made things out of wood, 
such as trucks and models, 
when I was a boy. I’m 80 now 
and I’m coming here to make 
things again.” And former 
sheet metal worker Brian 
Noble, 74, from Craigton 
Road, Eltham, said: “I’m 
really enjoying being able to 


come along and use some of 
my skills.” 

The storage room was 
converted into a shed by 
apprentices from Mears 
Group pic, and Travis 
Perkins supplied new tools at 
cost price. Greenwich 
Community College provided 
refurbished tools and an 
extra freestanding work 
bench. 

Davey Haydock-Wilson, 
project coordinator for 
Growing Greenwich, is 
organising a wood storage 
area for the rear garden, after 
the Safer Neighbourhood 
team used their Community 
Payback scheme to clear the 
garden.

Kind hearts 
breathe 
new life into 
the Coronet

WORK is moving on 
apace at the old 
Coronet Cinema in 
Eltham. 

The latest phase of the 
site’s redevelopment on 
Well Hall Road is a new 
mini-supermarket. This 
will be fitted out in 
March and April and is 
due to open in May. Work 
is also under way on 28 
adjoining apartments. 
These will be ready for 
people to move in by 
early next summer. 

Developers the 

Cathedral Group were 
granted planning 

permission by 

Greenwich Council to 
turn what used to be the 
long-closed art-deco 
Odeon Cinema into a 
vibrant mixed-use 
development. This will 
include homes, a 
restaurant based around 
the old foyer, a 60-seat 
cinema and the 
redevelopment of the 
integral shops. 

The exterior walls will 
be rebuilt to the exact 
height of the existing 
cinema to retain the 
integrity of the original 
cinema. English Heritage 
supported the demolition 
of the auditorium 
because there are no 
original features left, but 
insisted that the walls

should be rebuilt to be 
the same as the original 
structure. 

Work started on the 
project in the summer. 
Contracts are due to be 
signed early next year to 
build two new 
apartments, the 

restaurant and the small 
cinema. The project is 
due to be finished by 
early 2012. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 
regeneration, told GT: 
“The plans re-enforce the 
council’s commitment to 
the regeneration of 
Eltham, as well as 
creating more homes for 
local families, and 
bringing new life into 


disused sites.” 

The Coronet was one of 
the original Odeon 
Theatres, built for Oscar 
Deutsch's Odeon 

Theatres Ltd. It opened 
on May 20 1936 with Gene 
Gerrard in "Where's 
Sally". The building was 
widely regarded as a 
stunning Art Deco-style 
masterpiece. The 

auditorium provided 
seating for 1,028 people in 
the stalls and 578 in the 
circle. 

The Odeon was taken 
over by the independent 
chain Panton Films in 1981 
and it was re-named the 
Coronet Cinema. It closed 
on January 13, 2000, and 
has remained closed and 
unused ever since.

N o one spotted Uncle Tom Cobley 
but pretty much everyone else 
was represented at Mayor of 
Greenwich Barbara Barwick’s 
Sponsored Splash. 

Police, Army and school students put 
their uniforms to one side and business 
people took off their suits - all to support 
Cllr Barwick’s unique event.

Love. 

Before she got changed, the Mayor told 
GT: “I woke up this morning and thought 
‘This is it, I’m going to get myself 
organised!'

SPIRITED pupils from 
Greenwich added their voices to 
the London protest by thousands 
of students last Wednesday. 

A group of Year 11 pupils left 
The John Roan school in Maze 
Hill after school to head 
towards central London and join 
the demonstration - the second 
in a series of planned protests 
by students around the country 
They were particularly angry 
about cuts to the Education 
Maintenance Allowance. The 
allowance of up to £30 a week is 
paid to pupils who stay on in 
education or training after 16. It 
helps to cover the costs of things 
like books, fares and lunches. 
But the government wants to 
replace EMA with more targeted 
support and is scrapping the 
scheme from next year. 

John Roan headteacher Des 
Malone said: “I fully understand 
the pupils at John Roan, and 
indeed the staff, who are upset 
by the planned national cuts to 


education and EMA, and the 
proposed rise in tuition fees to 
university. I made it clear to 
the 6th form and Year 11s that 
would be very happy to 
support them in ensuring 
their voices are heard in 
an appropriate way, 
perhaps by inviting our 
local MPs or Councillors 
into the school.” 

Around 50,000 students 
were protesting against 
government education 
proposals including 
increases in university 
tuition fees and cuts in 
education spending. The 
Government says that 
students on low incomes 
will get financial support 
with their education, and 
that graduates will only 
need to repay their loans 
once they are earning a 
decent wage. 

Pupils have until January 
1 2011 to make a claim 


for EMA which will cover them 
until the end of next year.

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Our Gwen’s no plain Pearly

GREENWICH has now got 
its own official Pearly 
Queen. She is Gwen Jones 
from Woolwich, who has 
joined the ranks of the 
Pearly Kings and Queens 
Society in the London-wide 
charity organisation that 
dates hack generations. 

Gwen, 58, is a youth service 
manager at Tower Hamlets, 
working with vulnerable young 
people. She was awarded her title 
by the society after completing a 
two-year apprenticeship as a 
Pearly Pride novice. 

She told GT: “To be eligible you 
have to prove you have strong 
links with the borough you want 
to represent, and that you can be 
trusted to hand over all the 
money you raise for charity. 

“My family were the barge 
builders Hedges and Son, who 
were here in the late 1880s. My 
great-great grandfather, Alfred 
Allen, worked in Woolwich 
Market in 1906 selling fruit and 
veg. And my nan, Doris Allen, 
worked in the Woolwich Arsenal 
on munitions.” 

Pearly Kings and Queens date 
from 1875. They began as market 
costermongers, who sewed pearl 
buttons on their clothes to show 



their status, and they formed a 
society to raise money to help 
needy people. 

“Every costume has got to be 
different,” said grandmother-of- 
three Gwen. “The pearly buttons 
are used to make symbols, such as 
a wheel of fortune, a spade from a 
pack of cards for good luck, a cross 
for faith, and a magic eye for seeing 
all the good we do. 

“My costume of a black jacket 
and skirt has the Cutty Sark on 
the back, and the Greenwich 
Meridian time line and 
Greenwich Palace on the front. 
You have to sew the pearls on by 
yourself. Mine took me a lot of 
hours and cost about £500. 

“The pearls used to come from 
a factory in the East End but it’s 
gone now. So we get them 
imported from China. People 
donate pearly buttons to us - I’ve 
got some dating back to 1850. 
And I wear a hundred-year-old 
ostrich feather on my hat.” 

Gwen’s chosen charity is the 
Greenwich & Bexley Community 
Hospice, where two aunts she 
was very close to died. “The care 
they received was beyond 


reproach,” she said. 

She has already received £350 from 
the landlord and customers after a 
jumble sale held in the pub garden of 
the Pelton Arms in Greenwich, and 
she organised a Cockney pie-and- 
mash night at the pub where the 
aim was to raise £1,000. 

Gwen’s other duties included 
attending the Remembrance Day 
parade at the Cenotaph and the 
Lord Mayor’s Parade in London. 
“I’m also committed to collecting 
funds in my tin every month with 
other ‘Pearlies’ in Covent Garden, 
Petticoat Lane and in Tower 
Hamlets, where I’ve been filmed by 
Chinese, Spanish and Japanese 
television,” she said. 

“Wherever I go people say ‘Don’t 
let this heritage die’. We also went to 
a harvest festival at the actors’ 
church St Paul’s in Covent Garden, 
where American tourists were 
dropping £10 and £20 notes into my 
tin. And I walk around Greenwich 
market every month and talk to the 
stallholders, shoppers and tourists 
with my tin, and try to support the 
market and its shops. 

“I’m very passionate about my 
borough and I’m pleased to be 
witnessing its regeneration. All 
the old big department stores 
that Woolwich had in the 1960s 
have long since gone. But the 
regeneration, especially with the 
DLR, means things will get 
better and people will have pride 
in where they live.”

BUSINESS leaders shared their 
expertise with aspiring and existing 
entrepreneurs at a special 
networking event earlier this month. 

It was part of a celebratory evening to 
mark the achievements of businesses 
across SE London and to raise the profile 
of local business support agencies. 

The networking evening was organised 
by South East Enterprise which offers a 
range of specialist business advice and 
mentoring with support from the 
European Regional Development Fund 
and Greenwich Council.

The evening was opened by Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills, Cllr 
Denise Hyland, who said: “Global 
Entrepreneurship Week is more than just 
a week. It is an opportunity to showcase 
and celebrate all the good work that goes 
on all year-round. In the current 
economic climate, it has never been more 
important to support the development of 
enterprise. It is well known that 
businesses that take advantage of 
external advice are more likely to grow 
their workforce and are more likely to

Free support 
for parents 
at school 


PARENTS who would like 
to set up their own 
businesses can get free 
advice and support at 
special business start up 
courses in local schools. 

It’s a chance for parents to 
turn their hobbies or 
interests into income 
generating businesses that 
can be balanced around 
childcare commitments. 

The School Gates 
Enterprise support scheme 
is aimed at ‘stay at home’ 
parents for whom paid 
employment is not an 
option because of the 
problems of balancing 
work around childcare. 

The support is being 
provided during school 
time in participating 
primary schools by South 
East Enterprise, the local 
business support agency, 
with funding from 
Greenwich Council. 

Parents attend workshops 
and get individual 
coaching at nominated 
schools and all participants 
receive a certificate to 
acknowledge their efforts 
and achievements.

Five new ‘MPs’ to represent people with learning disabilities

THE borough’s first five 
‘MPs’ to represent the 
interests of people with 
learning difficulties have 
been selected - after a full- 
scale election roadshow, 
noisy hustings and a 
polling station vote. 

GT was invited to the main 
hail at the Forum@Greenwich 
community centre in Trafalgar 
Road, Greenwich, to witness 
the results, along with Cllr 
Peter Kotz, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
health, adults and older people. 

A total of 25 people with 
learning disabilities stood for 
the election and campaigned 
vigorously in and around the 
day services on offer around the 
borough, including those at 
Sherard Road, Eltham, 
Woolwich Dockyard and 
Woodlands Farm, Shooters Hill. 

Now five of them - Lorraine 
Mason, Lana Dunnett, Debbie 


Hosten, Laura Hayman and 
David Williams - will 
represent their peers on the 
borough’s Learning 

Disabilities Partnership 
Board. They will get paid. 

They’ll help to set up 
quarterly ‘Citizens’ Forums’ 
and they’ll hold regular 
“surgeries” at accessible 
locations in order to keep 
people informed and to find out 
what Greenwich people with 
learning disabilities want. 

Lorraine Mason, 33, from 
Woolwich, who polled the 
most votes, told us: “I was 
jumping for joy!” 

Lorraine, who goes to 
Access Day Centre on 
Woolwich Dockyard, added: “I 
was shocked! But I’m going to 
speak up about everything. 
I’m not scared even to go to 
Downing Street to see Mr 
Cameron.” 

Laura, 47, from Eltham, likes 
Mr Cameron. She said: “I saw 
him on the news.” David, 27, 
from Charlton, said: “I was 


pleased to be elected. I like 
talking to people.” 

Lana, 31, from Greenwich, 
another regular at Access, 
already has some experience 
of London Regional 
meetings. She said: “I felt 
shocked - but I feel OK too. I’m 
still a bit nervous on the 
microphone, but I will be 
speaking up for people, 
maybe for health and for 
jobs.” 

Debbie, 49, also from 
Greenwich, goes to both Access 
and to Sherard Road. She told 
GT: “I feel good about this! I can 
make things better and maybe 
help people to find jobs.” 

Cllr Kotz hailed voting day 
as “just the first step in an 
exciting programme of 
change for people with 
learning disabilities in 
Greenwich.” 

He thanked the organisation 
‘Advocacy in Greenwich’ for 
co-ordinating the initiative, 
and he added: “I know they 
will continue to play an 


important role in ensuring 
that ‘The People’s 
Parliament’ is a continuing 
success.” 

The five new reps, backed by 
four “reserves” who were also 
elected, will be supported all 
the way by Advocacy in 
Greenwich, which is based at 
the Forum community 
centre. 

The organisation, which 
started back in 1993, works 
alongside all people with 
learning difficulties in the 
borough. It supports them to 
speak out for their rights 
around issues like benefits, 
health, housing and 
employment.

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Carers’ rights day 


FRIDAY, December 3 is national 
Carers’ Rights Day and Greenwich 
Council wants to make sure that all 
carers in the borough get help and 
support in their caring role. 

There are a range of services to assist 
carers in the borough. These include: 

A Benefits Advice Line that borough 
residents can ring for advice and 
information about benefits, both for 
themselves and the person they are 
looking after. 

Many carers miss out on extra weekly 
income because they do not know they 
can claim. The benefit system is complex 
and can be difficult to understand and 
there are also regular changes to benefit 
rules - so make sure you don’t miss out! 


The main benefit for carers is Carer’s 
Allowance but there is a range of other 
benefits and payments that may be 
claimed. Working carers may be able to 
get Carer’s Allowance if their earnings 
(after some deductions) are below £100 a 
week. 

Carers with higher earnings may still be 
able to claim other benefits, depending on 
their circumstances. 

To find out if you are missing out on 
extra help, call Greenwich Council’s 
Welfare Rights Service on 020 8921 6375 (or 
18001 020 8921 6375 for textphone users). 

Over 200 carers have contacted the 
service since April this year, extra 
benefits were identified for more than half 
of them. 

One local carer who’d been forced to give 


up work to care for his elderly mother 
ended up £186.38 better off a week. He was 
assisted with claims for Pension Credit, 
Carer’s Allowance and Council Tax 
Benefit. As well as the weekly benefit 
gain, he also received over £1,000 in 
backdated benefits. 

Other support services for carers 
in the borough include: 

• Jobcentre Plus provides extra 
support for carers who want to move into 
paid employment. In some cases this can 
include funding for respite care while the 
carer undertakes training - ring 0845 604 
3719 and ask for a carers appointment at 
your local office. 

• Greenwich Council provides a 
full range of other services for carers, for 
example: if you provide substantial care 


for someone else, you can ask for a carer’s 
assessment. This will look at help you 
need in your caring role. You may also be 
able to get support to set up an emergency 
plan for the person you care for. Contact 
the Council on 020 8921 2304 for more 
information. 

• Greenwich Carers Centre is a 
service for all carers living in Greenwich, 
or who care for someone living in the 
borough.

E VENINGS are drawing in, 
temperatures are falling fast, 
and winter is taking hold. 

This means there could be difficult days 
ahead for older people and families with 
small children, with worries about high 
fuel bills and making ends meet. 

But help is on hand. Greenwich Council 
has been working closely with NHS 
Greenwich to ensure services are ready 
to react to any cold snaps. The council 
has developed plans with local hospitals 
and is planning to increase its 
community health and home care 
services for vulnerable and elderly 
residents. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for health, adults and 
older people, said: “The cold winter 
months can often prove to be a difficult 
time for many, particularly the elderly, so 
it’s very important that people take 
advantage of the range of offers 
available. Whether it’s help with winter 
fuel costs or grants that can help towards 
the purchase of heating systems, there is 
a lot of support available and I would 
therefore encourage everyone to make 
sure that they are not missing out on 
help that they may be entitled to.” 

The council and NHS Greenwich is 
supporting this year’s national Keep 
Warm, Keep Well campaign, which is 
aimed at older people, disabled people 
and young families on low incomes. 

“Being warm and well during winter 
can keep coughs and colds at bay, but can 
also protect you from serious illnesses 
such as pneumonia,” said David 
Sturgeon, the director of primary care 
and community transformation at NHS 
Greenwich. 

“This is especially important if you 
already have a long-term condition, such 
as heart disease or breathing problems.” 

There are lots of things that vulnerable 
people can do at home to keep 
themselves healthy and warm. They 
include dressing warmly, in lots of thin 
layers rather than one thick one, keeping 
active even if this is just a walk around 
the house once an hour, and having 


plenty of hot drinks. 

Many GP surgeries and health centres 
in Greenwich now have longer 
opening hours, including in 
the evenings and at 
weekends, and NHS 
Greenwich is asking 
people to check 
opening times 

with their 

practice. 

Pharmacists 
are also on hand 
to give health 
advice about 
winter illnesses. 

People don’t need 
an appointment 
with a pharmacist. 

They can just go 
along to their nearest 
chemist. 

One important way to 
keep well over winter is for 
people to have their seasonal flu 
jab as soon as possible. Those who are 
over 65-years-old, have a long-term 
condition, are a carer or are pregnant are 
entitled to the free vaccination. It’s quick 
and straightforward. Patients can just go 
along to their GP, or one of the 18 
pharmacies in Greenwich which are also 
offering the jab. 

Many people struggle with their fuel 
bills during the winter. But there are 
plenty of ways in which people can make 
the most of their heating, such as 
warming up the bedroom before going to 
bed, and timing the heating to come on 
before getting up in the morning. 
Financial help, such as the Winter Fuel 
Payment, is available to people finding it 
hard to meet their heating costs. To find 
out more, call 0845 915 1515. To find out if 
your eligible for a warm front grant, call 
0800 316 2805.

Don’t let your pet become 
a winter casualty 


PET owners should take extra 
precautions as the winter weather 
starts to take hold. 

Pets need special care during the 
chilly winter months says the 
RSPCA. Dog owners should try to 
maintain a regular routine with 
their pet. Although you may not 
feel like taking your dog for a walk 
on dark wintry evenings, the 
exercise will keep your pet happy 
and healthy and will help to keep 
you fit as well. Remember to wear 
reflective clothing to make yourself 
visible when walking near roads in 


the dark. And don’t forget your 
pets too - fit your dog with a 
reflective collar. 

Keep a close eye on outdoor pets, 
such as guinea pigs and rabbits. 
Put extra bedding in their hutches 
and be prepared to move them into 
a shed or garage for extra 
shelter when it gets colder. 

If you have a pond, make 
sure you check it every day 
for ice, as toxic gases can build up 
in the water of a frozen pond. 
These may kill fish or frogs that 
are hibernating at the bottom. 


If a pond freezes over, carefully 
place a saucepan of hot water on 
the surface to gently melt a hole in 
the ice. Never tip boiling water 
straight onto the pond or break the 
ice with force, as this can harm or 
even kill any fish living there. 

And don’t forget to look after the 
wildlife in your garden. In winter, 
birds may have difficulty finding 
normal food supplies such as 
berries, insects, seeds, worms and 
fruit. An extra titbit from your 
kitchen will help to keep them 
going. 


Check if bad weather has 
cancelled your train 


COMMUTERS can check train 
services in severe weather thanks 
to a new a new online tool. 

Train operator Southeastern has 
posted a contingency timetable on 
its website to show what services 
are likely to be running if there are 
severe disruptions from snow or 
ice. 

As part of its preparations for 
winter it has also published an 
online table showing how train 
services on all its routes are 
operating at any given moment. 
“The contingency timetable would 
be used at Network Rail’s 
instruction so that Southeastern 
and Network Rail can focus on 
running fewer trains but most 
importantly, a reliable service,” 
said Vince Lucas, Southeastern’s 
service delivery director. 

“We know it’s better to provide a 


realistic service passengers can rely 
on, rather than offer a full 
timetable that is changed at short 
notice with many cancelled and 
diverted services.” 

The move comes after the problems 
caused by bad weather last winter. 
Southeastern has been working 
with Network Rail and other parts 
of the industry to improve how 
customers are kept informed. All 
drivers and conductors have been 
issued with Blackberrys to receive 
immediate updates from their 
Control which they can pass on to 
customers. 

The tool, on Southeastern’s 
website homepage at 
www. southeaster 

nrailway.co.uk, shows either ‘good 
service’, ‘minor disruption’ or 
‘major disruption’ to help inform 
passengers about their journey. The 


table depicts all 12 Southeastern 
lines of route separated into Metro, 
Mainline and High Speed services. 
Passengers will be taken to the ‘live 
running’ information already 
available on the website by clicking 
on the disruption level. 

“This new tool has been created in 
response to what passengers say 
they find useful. It will help 
provide them with a quick and easy 
way of seeing how our services are 
running,” Mr Lucas added. 
Customers can also get updates on 
Twitter and sign up for dedicated e- 
mail alerts tailored to their 
individual journeys. 

Meanwhile, Network Rail has 
prepared for winter by introducing 
rail heating equipment on areas of 
the track vulnerable to freezing 
over.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ 
according to the Council’s policy for letting homes. 
Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when 
your circumstances changed.

When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise 
according to the law, particularly homeless people, 
and others with an urgent need to move for medical 
or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office.

# PLUMSTEAD’S 
hottest property 
right now is 
singer Bluey 
Robinson. He’s 
just returned home after an 
extensive UK tour with Tinie 
Tempah and has been 
snapped up by one of the 
world’s biggest record labels. 
Scene caught up with him as 
he finished a sound check at a 
home-coming gig in London. 
Bluey told us: “We played 16 
dates all over the UK - it was 
really exciting, but it was 
great to come back to London 
- we played at Koko.” 

But the singer admitted he 
was in danger of being 
upstaged by some special 
guests who turned up 
unannounced. 

“Half way through one of my 
songs all the X-Factor lot 
came out into the audience. 
All I could see was people 
going mad and pointing and 
had no idea what was going 
on, and then the light shone 
on them. They had a big 
camera with them which was 
why everyone noticed them,” 
added the 22-year-old. 

“I said hello to Cher, then 
everyone started booing her! 
So I went straight into the 
next song!” 

So what’s Bluey’s take on the 
type of singers who 


apparently have an easier 
road to exposure than ‘real’ 
artists? 

“I don’t mind it,” he said - “as 
long as people have talent, 
and some people find it hard 
to break into the industry so 
something like that is very 
useful for them.” 

Making music with his school 
friends, it had never occurred 
to Bluey to write his own 
tunes. And it wasn’t a Simon 
Cowell-type mogul or mentor 
who convinced the singer to 
start penning songs, the 
inspiration came from a far 
more grounded source. 

“One of my mum’s friends 
asked me whether I wrote my 
own songs and I replied that I 
didn’t! It got me thinking, and 
the next day I just wrote a 
song.” 

The cheque ’s in the post, 
mum’s pal... 

Bluey’s no stranger to 
showbiz or the stage, having 
appeared as Billie Jackson in 
Eastenders from 2004, as well 
as acting in The Bill, Doctors, 
and The Lion King stage 
show. 

But when the time came to 
choose between acting and 
singing, there was no contest. 
“Three years ago I was at a 
crossroads - I’d met my 
manager and I knew I wanted 
to do music but I was still 


acting. It got to a point where I 
couldn’t do both and I had to 
tell my agent that I couldn’t 
do any more acting.” 

Was it a difficult decision? 

“Oh yeah - very difficult. But 
it came from my heart, I knew 
I needed to follow my real 
dream.” 

Acting was something that 
came easy. He added: “I think 
I was good, but I never 
thought it was that hard, it 
was something I could do and 
it was fun. Music is different - 
you’re delving into different 
areas of creativity and your 
soul - very different from 
reading a script. If you get it 
right you can really connect 
with people.” 

Of course, both disciplines 
are performance, and the 
musician learned a lot from 
his time acting. 

“For sure - when I did the 
Lion King musical it really 
cemented my ambition. It let 
me know that I wanted to be 
on stage, I loved it. 

“I do it for the performance 
aspect, connecting with 
people, but it’s a different 
kind of feeling when you play 
music.” 

So what’s his music actually 
like? 

“It’s a fusion of pop, soul, 
funk, rock and indie - all the 
styles I like mixed into one. 


“Everyone likes to have an 
easy title to put on styles, to 
define them, but I think it’s 
kinda cool just to do music - 
music came first and genres 
came afterwards.” 

Citing Marvin Gaye, Michael 
Jackson, Freddie Mercury 
and Muse as influences, 

Bluey certainly possesses the 
ambition of his idols. He 
added: “I want to take it as far 
as I can go - I’d love to be a 
household name not just 
in England, but in the 
world. I’ve always known 
that’s what I’d wanted but 
when you start getting closer 
to it, it gets a bit scary. I just 
want to reach out to as many 
people as possible - you only 
live once.” 

Robinson is currently in the 
studio working on an as yet 
untitled album which is 
slated for release next year. 
“I’ve got a few working titles, 
but I think I’ll wait until it’s 
properly done before I choose 
one. I’m deep into it - I’ve been 
working on it for a long time 
now. My first single should be 
released in February and the 
album will follow later.”

Progress 

THE first voice on Take 

That’s reunion album, 

Progress, is that of one 

Robbie Williams. And what a 
refreshing sound it is. 

After fifteen years away from the 
band, the prodigal pop star looks to be 
making up for lost time. On the epic 
lead single The Flood he is a vocal 
powerhouse, while conversely on 
Pretty Things, he is measured, 
controlled and gives a sublime softer 
vocal. 

As a result, we hear less of Gary 
Barlow’s dulcet tones on this record - 
which is no bad thing. Although a 
remarkable singer, his previous 
domination of the Take That catalogue 
has often reduced the rest of the 
group to glorified backing singers. His 
backward step on this LP allows 
Robbie and Mark Owen to take centre 
stage, breathing new life into the 
group. Through the pulsating 
electronica of 505 and the thumping 
anthem Kidz, its Mark’s splintered and 
affected vocal that really make the 
tracks stand out. On the beautiful 
What Do You Want From Me, Owen 
gives a tortured and heart-rending 
performance as he sings of the fight 
to save a relationship and - given his 
own well-publicised marital issues 
earlier this year - there is a heart- 
breaking tinge of reality as he sings 
“it’s been a difficult year”. Yes, it is 
Owen’s vocals that really add the edge 
to this album. And ‘edgy’ is probably 
the word that most sums up Progress. 
No, really! Granted, it’s not a work 
that veers too far from their previous 
middle-of-the-road output - their 
position of every gran’s favourite band 
is safe - but it’s a definite departure 
for them. Williams’ return has added 
a whole new layer to the Take That 
onion, and his presence and artistic 
contribution, mixed with Mark’s 
increased vocal input, has moved the 
band’s sound on considerably. 

That said, the boys aren’t above 
making lyrical howlers. The words of 
Wait are a case in point: “Oh no we’re 
turning into cannibals/and everything 
she wants is made of minerals/I don’t 
know what I’ve done she speaks in 
subliminals/the reception here is 
lousy and the service is minimal/oh no 
I live with an Eskimo”. Surely a 
contender for the worst lyric of all 
time. 

Despite the lyrical slip-ups, Progress 
is a cohesive album of irresistible pop 
that is both rabble-rousing and 
moving in equal measure. Whilst 
continuing to please their existing fan 
base, the band is evolving its sound 
into something much more 
impressive. The new direction will 
keep them relevant for years to come 
and, more importantly, it will kick 
pretenders to the throne, Westlife and 
JLS, into touch. Mark asks on What Do 
You Want From Me: “There is progress 
here/so where shall we go?” The 
answer? Nowhere, boys. Nowhere. 
This is Progress indeed.

Potter must be found and must 
be killed, and the Hallows that 
will assure Voldemort’s 
immortality must be seized. 
While Bellatrix (Helena 
Bonham Carter) pleads for the 
honour of killing Harry (and 
Voldemort’s obscene pet 
Nagini devours yet another 
Mudblood), the young wizard 
and chums are on the run. 
Isolating themselves to protect 
friends and family, they spend 
their days huddled in tents, 
hiding away in snow covered 
forests, each desperately trying 
to make sense of the riddles of 
Dumbledore ’s bequests: for 
Harry a ‘snitch’, for Hermione 




a book, and for Ron, an 
illumination device. But 
whatever have they to do with 
the discovery of Horcruxes, the 
scattered remnants of 
Voldemort’s lost soul? 

The pace is slow, (broomstick 
sky battle and polyjuice 
transformations apart), but it 
beautifully reflects our heroes’ 
profound sense of uncertainty 
and lack of direction: They are 
lost, they are beaten, and then, 
Harry sees the light. The acting 
is once again outstanding, our 
trio having constructed a 
powerful dynamic in which 
they are all now comfortable 
and assured. The increasingly 
lovely Watson has now 
broadened her range; Grint is 
equally convincing within the 
confine of his role as the shy 
but lovestruck incompetent. 
But it is Radcliffe who catches 


the eye, touchingly tender, 
particularly in a moving scene 
with Dobby, the house elf. 

The supporting cast of Bill 
Nighy, Julie Walters, Michael 
Gambon, Imelda Staunton, 
Robbie Coltrane and Helena 
Bonham Carter (truly 
frightening) reads like a Who’s 
Who of British screen talent. 
Director David Yates and 
Producer David Heyman lead 
their cast - and that wonderful 
score - through a difficult 
script with sensitivity and with 
care. If The Deathly Hallows 2, 
due out in July next year, is 
even half as good as the book, 
then we are all in for a treat. 
Verdict: 

The scene is now set, the 
ground prepared. Hallows 2 
had better deliver. 6/10

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High speech 


James Moka Akenhead quit the high 
speed world of train driving for the high 
stakes world of top level poker playing. 
Peter Cordwell reports... 



ACE poker player James Akenhead likes 
to get to the table 15 or 20 minutes 
before the start of a big game. 

He’ll have his earphones plugged in but 
don’t think he’s listening to the live 
version of The Lonesome Death of Hattie 
Carroll’. 

The machine will be turned off and, 
despite James’s somewhat studied vacant 
expression, he’ll be taking in the banter 
and body language of the other players, 
getting a "read” on their characters and 
current sate of mind. 

It’s just one of the things that has made 
27-year-old James - TV’s Poker Million 
champion until this year’s final on Sky 
Sports next month - one of the best 
players in the world. 

Poker has joined football, snooker and 
darts as the pastime that can make work 
past tense for those with the talent, luck 
and savvy to get out of the system. 

For James, who lives in Blackheath, it 
meant giving up the job he took up four 
years ago to please his parents, driving 
trains around the Dartford loop line. 

His meteoric rise to the top also included 
a million-dollar-plus pick-up at the World 
Series main event in Las Vegas last year, 
but it’s only now that "Moka" finds himself 
adopting the classic pro’s maxim of 
becoming more professional. 

“My number one rule, and I learned it the 
hard way, is money management," he

says. "You can be the best player in 
the world and completely broke. I 
know some really good players who 
haven’t got a penny and players who are 
not so good with a great bankroll. 

"It’s so easy to be very successful early 
on, get a massive confidence boost, then 
go up to new levels and lose it all in one 
night. 

"I now record all my results, which really 
helps. I put them on a graph or a 
spreadsheet and it shows how you are 
progressing. You’ve got to be totally 
focussed, as with any top job, and you get 
a lot of satisfaction out of this approach.” 
James, who helped raise almost £1,000 
for the Greenwich Theatre Trust in a 
charity tournament last month, has 
professional backing from Full Tilt Poker, 
the biggest name in the game. They 
sponsor his daily online calls, checks and 
raises, including the new Rush Poker - 
where he plays four tables at once and 
about 3,000 hands a day - on the Full Tilt 
website. 

"I really enjoy it. There’s a ‘chatbox’ used 
by the poker community and the number 
of players goes into tens of thousands 
around the world,” he says. 

"I’ve got notes on all the players in my 
pool, colour-coded from bright green for 
ridiculously aggressive players through to 
red for ultra-tight players. I never used to 
use notes but it’s all part of the new 



professionalism.” 

James has a basic game for the weaker 
online players, and more complicated 
strategies for tougher players in big 
tournaments. "You have to go to new 
levels of thinking against the best players 
because they know you and you know 
them. You have to predict a lot more - in 
the game it’s called ‘levelling’. That’s 
when it’s more like chess than cards.” 

For anyone thinking of following the 
online route to possible fame and fortune, 
James has a couple of golden rules: 
"Develop a solid, basic game and find out 
when to raise, when to fold and when to 
call. Keep it as simple as possible, 
especially at the start of a game. You need 
to observe your opponents but if you go 
out all guns blazing they’ll be observing 
you. Don’t ever fall in love with your poker 
hand - even a pair of bullets.” 

James looks as natural at a poker table 
as Gareth Bale is on the wing for 
Tottenham. This weekend he’ll be up 
against 150 top players at the UK Tour 
final event at the Victoria Club in the 
Edgware Road. Does he still enjoy it all? 

"I love it,” he says - "It beats driving 
trains!”

Bounceback- 
ability needed 

\ WAYNE ROONEY made his 
comeback for Manchester 
Sm^Jrn United earlier this month 
" — following an injury lay off 
that saw the England star hit the front 
and back pages of the newspapers in 
equal measure. 

Last month he was heading for the 
exit at Old Trafford after the revelation 
that he would not be extending his 
contract. Within days, however, the 
footballer was convalescing a new 
contract he’d stashed by his sun 
lounger, having brokered a deal 
estimated at £200,000 per week. All of 
which came hot on the heels of 
allegations surrounding his private 
life, a drop in form, and a tabloid 
battering in the aftermath of 
England’s disastrous World Cup 
campaign. Rooney had become a 
villain; the embodiment of ‘Player 
Power’ gone mad, his mantle as the 
English football’s Great White Hope in 
tatters. If this sounds like an obituary 
of sorts, it’s because the episode will 
be a test of both the Wayne Rooney 
brand and the man himself, if he is to 
regain his crown as messiah of the 
national game. 

The challenge Rooney faces to re- 
establish his career and reputation 
amongst critics and supporters is not 
unique. While he may have to keep his 
head down for a few months after 
crossing Sir Alex Ferguson and the 
Old Trafford faithful, on the other side 
of the Atlantic some will be having it 
much tougher. 

Hollywood loves its bad boys and 
pantomime villains, it sells papers and 
reinforces the idea of the masculine 
leading man - aggressive drinkers, 
drug addicts, even those guilty of the 
odd spate of casual violence seem to 
be standard fare in Tinsel Town. When 
you’ve been ex-communicated from 
there you know you’ve overstepped the 
mark for sure. So when Mel Gibson 
was caught on tape amid his latest 
delusional rant - this time verbally 
abusing his wife, he must have known 
the dream was well and truly over. 
Indeed, the recent backlash received 
by the crew of The Hangover 2 when it 
was declared the star of Mad Max was 
going to make a cameo serves as 
proof enough that there is no return 
for some. 

Others like Charlie Sheen may have 
walked a narrow tight-rope, but, as 
upsetting as his alleged failings may 
have been, trashing a hotel room with 
a movie actress in tow is more likely to 
cause a shake of the head and a wry 
smile from celebrity column editors 
over their morning Frappe, than it is to 
banish you to eternal Z-list Moviedom. 
Rooney however, is treading a fine line 
right now. He’s been under the 
spotlight due to both his lack of form 
on the pitch, and the allegations 
surrounding him off it, and to use a 
well-worn cliche, he appears to have 
upset those who pay his wages: The 
Fans. It will certainly be a test of not 
only the Wayne Rooney PR machine, 
but also the man himself if he is to 
return to his former glories.

anxious minutes of settling 
the issue on their own turf. 
Fact is, though, they were 
reeled in by a second equaliser 
of rare quality.

IT’S still odd to think of Eric Morecambe's 
Luton Town as a non-league club, because 
their demotion from League Two in 2008- 
2009 was the direct result, not of playing 
inefficency, but the draconian 30-point 
penalty imposed by the FA for the club’s 
financial irregularities. 

There are those of us who believe that 
promotion and relegation are issues to be resolved 
on the field of play and not by businessmen in a 
West End committee room. 

Punish them, by all means, but fit the 
punishment to the crime. And show some 
compassion, for crying out loud, it’s hard enough 
to get by outside the Premiership. 

The Hatters pitched up at The Valley last weekend 
for this FA Cup second round tie with a point to 


prove. Organised, incisive and determined, they 
gave their League Two hosts all they could handle, 
fully deserved their replay and served notice that it’s 
merely a question of time before they regain their 
status among the 92-team elite. 

Their fervent supporters (over 2,800 of them) 
clearly feel that’s where they belong and this 
bright, positive performance against in-form 
Charlton will strengthen that conviction. 

So far as the Addicks are concerned, another FA 
Cup replay was hardly a desired outcome but they 
might relish the opportunity to set the record 
straight at battered old Kenilworth Road next 
Tuesday (December 7). 

Luton could yet discover that the hard part is 
still to come. They might, in fact, have missed 
their best chance. Or maybe not. That remains to 
be seen. 

It will be a source of some concern, no doubt, to 
Phil Parkinson, that not only did his side lead 
twice but they were within seven admittedly
